Tht Man In a Hurry. 


Enter the new station by practically 


whatever door you will and your for- 
ward progress to your train Is con- 
tinuous. You need* take no back-ward 
steps. You even shorten the distance 
by going to the ticket office. 
There 


are BO many windows at which tickets 
will be cold that there trill be no wait- 
Ing. Tic mau who Is in haste to buy 
a ticket for a train that Is about to 
start need not come in contact with 
the one wbo is standing nt the window 
asking questions and planning his jour- 
ney. There arc plenty of plices for 
each—the hurried an3 the leisurely. 


Ticket In hand, a mtm rushes across 


the big concourse. He Is going on the 
Twentieth Century IJmlted. He ha* 
no time to spnre. From the two points 
on either side of the concourse where 
tie may come in he has a complete 
view of the train gate line. He may 
sweep It rrotn end to end at a glance 
Over cacli gate la n triangular hoi that 
projects out from the wall. It shows 
he number of the track, the name of 
the train and the time It departs. The 
two \islble sides of this "box" nre 


ici-d at a. certain angle. It took a 


long time—months of patient study 
imd testing -with thousands of eyes—to 
get the^e stjrns so that each should 
be always exactly at right uncles with 
the line of vision of the hurried passen- 
ger seeking his train. 


If the man la going to stop nt some 


city east of Chicago or whatever Is 
the ultimate destination of the train 
be is anxious to know If the train he 
has selected will halt there. Probably 
he hns been in too much of o rush to 
Inquire, or, In his haste, has forgotten 
Once he nil's picked out the trnln from

the station hoard. 


Platforms Level With Car Floors. 
The long station platforms arc on 


Uie same level us the platforms nnd 
the floors of, the cars. Tiiat is one of 
the most Irapottant thlnsa< from the 1 
standpoint of safety and comfort. The 


necessity or the passenger going up 
and down the car steps Is eliminated. 
It cnfa In half the time of loading and 
unloading passengers. It has been 
found by experimenting that the or- 
dinary suburban train takes eighty 
seconds to unload when the passen- 
gers have to descend thp car steps. It 
takes forty seconds when, they walk 
directly onto tho station platform. In 
tho old way the passenger had to 
climb down three arid one-half feet, 
which later he bad to ascend to get 
out Into tbe street. There Is on addi- 
tional saving of seconds and of energy 
In the new way, also tt is much safer. 
The risk of accident practically disap- 
pears. 
But such a thing, like every- 


thing else about n big station like tbls, 
no matter If It seems an unimportant 
detail, adds tremendously to the ex- 
pense. 


Millions For Temporary Work. 


Literally millions of dollars have 


been spent nil through this great ter- 
minal to make it better than anything 
ever known before aud to ellxninato 
so far a* humanly possible every 
chance of accident. In tbe millions 
that ha\e been expended for conven- 
ience and comfort should be Included 
the "temporary work" of which no 
trace now remains- Yet It cost 
tnnn $2,000.000 
This was the extra 


expense for carrying on the business 
without inconveniencing the passen- 
gers while the old station was belni; 
demolished;—such things as temporary 
train sheds, trestles built in the yards 
for carrying trains over excavations, 
and things like that which would not 


been nccessury in tbe creation of 


a terminal on ground not In constant 
use. 


A New and Marve'ous Bumper. 


The matter of bumpers at the enrts 


of track* would not seeM worthy of 
much sturty, >et It is another of the 
items that hn.s received years of con- 
sideration. The ordinary station Bum- 
per i- hlmph tvio lieaUly braced up 
rights that vull stop 'i train going fit 
-i moderate rate of upced 
Such bnrap- 


ers coil -Uioin $100 end) to construct 
Those which are twins put in at the 
Grand Central terminal cost $5,000 


each. There are forty of them. They 
are to insure a train against going Into 
any of the columns or on to the con- 
course. They have to be exceptional- 
ly strong so as to take care of the ex- 
traordinarily heavy trains—ten to fif- 
teen steel cars, each eighty-four feet 
long. 


Never before has tbere been a bump- 


er devised that will meet American 
conditions. 
The biggest ones to, the 


world are In n station in Glasgow, 
Scotland. They have a capacity of re- 
sisting an Impact of 500 tons moving at 
a speed of ten miles an hour. In tbe 
English trains the bumpers strike 
the two lower corners of the car. In 
American trains tbe'blow Is received 
in the center of the car. Those being 
installed in the Grand Central -ter- 
minal will have a capacity of 1,000 
tons moving- nt ten miles an hour and 
•will produce nn absolute stop without 
accident to the train or to the struc- 
tures behind the bumper. Such a shock 
is very rare, but -when the emergency 
arises the bumper becocaea vary im- 
portant It took more than a ^ear to 
design and build the first one, and that 
after eight years spent in studying and 
esperlmentlng. It is only one of the 
many things designed to prevent prob- 
lematic accident-- -nhich may never oc- 
cur. They are 
••t'tial for the maxi- 


mum safety, but. uiey add enormously 
to tbe cost of a big terminal. 


Electricity For Emorg«ncie». 


At frequent Intervals throughout the 


station "yard"—the great network of 
;racks that spread fanwlse In two lev- 
els .south of Fiftieth street—there Is a 
•battery house," In which is stored 
continually enough electricity to han- 
dle the business of its particular 960- 
Inn at the "peak of the load" for from 
:\\enty minutes to half on hour Inde- 
icao'ent of tt-e dynnmos and the other 
machinery in the big power nnd light, 
plant That means thnt if everything 


should fall the storage batteries 


would keep the lights shining and the 
rains moving long enough to make re- 
tnirs, and thfc senernl pxiblic probably 
uonld not know that anything was 
<vrong. The business of the great ter- 
minal would continue without a hitch. 
Tbe engineers say there has not been an 
Interruption of the electric service for 
six years, bnt that they don't want any 
f it Is humanly possible to prevent it ' 
Probably nowhere else In the world1 


has 10 much important experimental 
research been carried on and so many 
vital problems solved for tbe public 
benefit as in the building of the Grand 
Central terminal. 
Announcing Arrival* and Dtpartu 


When nn incoming train is about to 


arrive there la a great stir among the 


crowds of people awaiting it. They 
gather about the bulletin* board and 
watch, to see on which tract It is com- 
ing In. The man at the board gets 
the news from the signal towers by 
means of the telautograph and chalks 
up the Information. An Improvement 
on this method bus been devised and 
is being perfected so that It can be put 
In use later. The announcements of 
train arrivals will be made on a board 
that has Illuminated or movable let- 
ters. These will be controlled from 
one of the towers in the yard 
In- 


stantiy, as soon as the switches are set 
for an Incoming train to end its Jour 
ney on a certain track, the Information 
will flash forth on the bulletin board. 
This will save a few seconds and 
there will be no possibility of error. 


The announcing of outgoing trains 


will be done, as it has been for some 
time past in the temporary station, by 
magnaphones 
At a central point a 


clear voiced man speaks into the In- 
strument and his voice, magnified In 
volczce, is reproduced simultaneously 
In every part of the waiting rooms 
frons the trumpet-like horns that are 
placed 
Inconspicuously against the 


walls. While the utility of this method 
depends, of course, on the clearness 
with which the announcer speaks, it 
Is far ahead of the old way of calling 
the trains by a man walking about the 
station and making tbe announcements 
The new way saves a good • many 
minutes. 


Paging Pucsengers. 


Incidentally this system of sound 


waves transmitted from a central 
point will be used on even a larger 
scale than ever before for "paging" 
persona. It happens frequently that 
a business house suddenly finds it nec- 
essary to communicate with one of 
its representatives who has gone to 
the Grand Centra) to take « trnin for, 
say, Chicago. It is highly important 
that he be reached imme'diatery to re- 
ceive additional Information or instruc- 
tions. Perhaps ai telegram has conse 
In that renders his trip unnecessary. 
If It were not for this device this 
wonW be Impossible. As it Is. how- 
ever, the firm calls up the Information 
bureau. A moment later the mechani- 


cal announcers coll out from uue end 
of the station to the other, "Mr. 
Smith Is wanted at the Information 
bureau." 
"Mr. Smith" hears and 


heeds and hurries over. He Is told to 
call up his office. He doss so and the 
whole matter is arranged in no time. 


In the temporary station many per- 


sons are now being paged. 
In the 


new station It is expected that the num- 
ber will be much greater. This is sim- 
ply one of the conveniences—the little 
details—whose sum total .spells perfec- 
tion. 


"Q. C. T." 


It has taken several years to decide 


on the color of the uniforms that shall 
be worn by the employees In the new 
Grand Central terminal. The difficulty 
lay in getting a color of cloth that 
would look well and yet be conspicu- 
ous, yet not so striking as to subject 
its wearer to ridicule. 
Many kinds 


and shades were tried. Finally a blu- 
ish gray has been selected. The frock 
coat has a black collar and black lapels. 
On the lapels is the chief distinguish- 
ing mark, the letters "G. C, T." in 
gold thread in a medallion bordered In 
the same way. These initials, it has 
been found from many tests, meet the 
eye instantly. In future there can be 
no mistaking a hotel porter for a stat- 
tion employee if a man is not quite 
blind. 
The coats are made long so) 


that In winter those employees who are 
exposed to the weather can wear a 
cardigan Jacket underneath without 
spoiling tbe locks or the neatness of the 
uniform. The "red cap" porters will 
continue to wear their familiar head- 
dress, but they will be put in neat 
uniforms. 


Station Men Are Schooled. 


All the station men—the whole organ- 


ization of the Grand Central terminal 
thar comes In contact with the public 
—fire being schooled and rehearsed in 
their duties every day. getting ready 
for the opening of thp new station 
Even the "red cap" men participate in 
the drills. New men are given a Ume 
table and a station schedule covering 
the tracks on which certain trains usu- 
ally arrive 
They study these things 


nntil they are able to answer instantly 


any question relating to the arrival 
and departure of regular trains. They 
are also instructed in. their other du- 
ties, keeping the train platforms clear 
of trucks and raeilng the passengers 
as comfortable as possible and so on. 
Incidentally they are required to know 
the city's streets and transit lines as 
thoroughly as an experienced police- 
man, so they can direct strangers 
quickly and accurately. 


Direct Subway Connection!. 


The new station will have direct con- 


nection, with the subways, so that the 
incoming or outgoing passenger need 
not go Into the street at all. To get to 
the temporary terminal that the rail- 
load has been using In the interval be- 
tween the demolition of the old one 
and the finishing of the new they have 
had to traverse a covered way. In 
that portion of it leading from Forty- 
second street to the entrance of the 
temporary station, and waiting rooms a 
number of different kinds of pavement 
were installed a little more than a year 
ago in order to ascertain which would 
be the best to use in the most traveled 
passageways of the new terminal 
They were in sections the fall width of 
the walk. This stretch of sidewalk Is 
trodden, by more persons than any oth- 
er bit of sidewalk in the world. It 13 
calculated that more than 100,000,000 
persons have walked over these sample 
pavements since they were put in 
place. The public has tested them and 
thus has made easy for the experts the 
work of selection. 


Unutual Feature*.
